ORGANIZED LABOR AND 
NATIONAL DEFENSE. 


A score of organizations of the A. F. of L. con- 
vention in EI Paso approved the citizens’ military 
training camps. That means that a good propor- 
tion of union labor is out of the influence of doc- 
trinaire pacifists and perhaps aware that there ig 
no one more vitally interested in the defense of 
the country than the wage earner. Pronounce- 
ments against wars of aggression would be ap- 
proved by all Americans, but when organized labor 
is tempted by its radicals to vote against an ade- 
quate army and navy and a proper training of 
citizens for national,defense, it is not serving 
the welfare of the worker. 

As it happens just now, a policy which espe- 
cially protects American wage earners is the 
cause of the only serious prospect of war the 
United States confronts—thé exclusion policy. 
If organized labor wishes that policy maintained, 
it certainly cannot afford to throw its weight 
against military efficiency. It listens to, and some 
of its leaders indulge in, a good deal of vague 
taik about militarism, wars made by greed, dollar 
diplomacy, conspiracies by munition’ makers, etc. 
But here is a war, if it comes, which will have been 
made over a policy in defense of the American 
wage earner’s standard of living and hope of ma- 
terial progress, If that policy is opposed, it is 
by great employing interests, which, the wage 
earner is told by his radical doctors, are makers 
of war. The pacifist theory does not fit in this 
case, obviously, and national defense appears in a 
different light from this viewpoint. 

We believe Mr. Gompers and the ablest of the 
leaders of organized labor understand this and we 
hope they will get frankly and sincerely back of 
the National Defense act and adequate provisions 
for ite application. And especially organized labor 
should support provision for an adequate navy, 
properly balanced, fully manned, fully equipped, 
and progressive in its evolution to meet all needs.

LIGHT DIET AND LONG LIVES 

LADY was attending the funeral 

of a lady who had died at age of 

84. The mother of the deceased 

died at age of 88. The ia dy asked 

an old friend of the bereaved family for 

an explanation of the long life of the 
mother ‘and daughter. 5 

Were they especially healthy?“ sn 
asked. To which the friend of the fam- 
ily replied: “I knew the mother and 
daughter for more than seventy years 
and I never knew either of them to have 
a well day. They were always frail an! 
sickly. If they ever had a well day, 
neither of them ever admitted it.”

I am sure this friend was telling the 
truth as far as she knew. Too many 
corroborating stories have been told for 
this one to be doubted. 

For instance, there was the story of 
Stephen Smith, the founder of the Amer- 
can, Public Health association and the 
fatifér of the New York City health de- 
partment. When Stephen Smith died he 
was within a few weeks of completing 
his one hundredth year. Yet, until he 
was 50 years old he was frail, had poor 
digestion and lived almost exclusively on 
milk and bread, Again, the even bet- 
ter known Story of Comari. Why is it 
that some people live to extreme old age 
in spite of having’ poor physiques and 
but little vtality, especially in youth? 
There is mcre than one answer. 

One is they spare their vitality. They 
do not burn themselves out. Another is 
they take few chances; they avoid ris«s. 
More important than all else, as I see 
it, they eat sparingly and then usually 
of simple fcods. They never gorge nor 
gormandize. Keeping the blood and other 
tissues surfeited with food serves to 
poison them,

When the blood and other carrier sys- 
tems are choked, with sugar offered the 
cells for fusl, with fats beyond the needs 
of those cells and with proteins in & 
cess of the requirements for repajr, some 
harm must result. Even if no ill effect 
is there the blood must have a lessenel 
capacity for carryings away wastes. 
The organs which change foods to make. 
them fit for use must be overworked. 
Foods must be insufficiently oxidized, 
But all that is speculation. 

There are many stories which tend to 
show that very light and careful eaters 
who protect themselves in other way 
are apt to live to extreme old age.

REPLY. 


1. It is most contagious in the very begin- 
ning. It remains contagious as long as the 
nose or ears are discharging, or the tonsils 
are enlarged, or the throat is inflamed. This 
is usually four to five weeks. It may be 
longer. The peeling is not a factor. 

2. Peeling, especially of the thick skin on 
the soles and palms, may persist a long time. 

3. There is no specific cure for smallpox. 
There is an antitoxin, for scarlet fever and 
convalescent serum for measles. Neither is 
easy to get right now. Ordinary medicines 
are of service only in controlling symptoms.

HOW RAILROADS COULD SAVE 
FORESTS. 

Chicago, Nov. 19.—Your editorial this 
morning, and the President's address to- 
day: | 

Here is an it n timber exhaustion 
which may interest you. There are 400,- 
00 miles of railroad in the United 
States. The average life of a cross tie is 
ten years, Of course neither figure is 
exact, but both are approximately cor- 
rect. Crogs ties are laid on an average 
spacing which places 3,000 ties under 
dach mile of track, Renewals therefore 
run about 300 per mile—approximately 
120,000,000 ties for annual renewals. 

Ties, in general practice, are cut from 
“gserub"™ timber tracts, The average 
production will not exceed fifty ties per 
‘wcre. Something like 2,400,000 acres of 
tie timber, therefore, are denuded each 
year for tie renewals alone. 

The average tie life can be increased 
to fifteen years by preservative treat- 
ment, and by the use of serew spikes, 
with dowel pins. The late Mr. Kendrick, 
vice president of the Santa Fé, ham- 
mered away on this vitally important 
fact for yeara. The railroad people 
knew this. They make no pretense of 
questioning it. 

Why, then, is this not done? For in 
addition to the enormous saving in tie 
reserves for the future, and consequent 
modifidation of the steadily rising price 
curve on thir tie supply, it is evident 
that such a policy means: decreased op- 
erating expenses. ä 

The reasons may surprise you. There 
are two. One is that the record for op- 
erating economy would not be credited 
tc the men who have charge of the prop- 
erties today—the beneficial results would 
he inherited by their successors, as of 
course the immediate charges to tie re- 


‘placements would be greater than before, 


and the savings would not start until 
after the ties passed the average life of 
the present untreated, cut-spiked timber. 
The second reason is that the present 
managers do not know what day their 
properties will be consolidated with other 
lines, and therefore hesitate about add- 
ing an expense for which they might not 
he recompensed.
